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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Walpole: 
I submit herewith my fourth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


TEACHERS 

There have been five changes in the teaching staff since 
last year. 

Miss Florence McKenna, after five years of successful ser- 
vice in the North Walpole High School, resigned at the end 
of the year. She is succeeded by Miss Claire Moynihan of 
North Walpole, a graduate of the University of New Hamp- 
shire in the class of 1929. 

At the Number 14 school Miss Mildred Mahoney, Keene 
Normal School, 1931, replaces Miss Hazel Wadleigh. 

Miss Anita Aldrich of Westmoreland, Keene Normal 
School, 1924, replaces Mrs. Mildred Moultrop in the fifth and 
sixth grades at Walpole Village. I feel that special mention 
should be made of the splendid service of Mrs. Moultrop during 
the past three years at Walpole, and for several years previous 
at Drewsville. | 

In place of the Keene Normal cadets in the Walpole Junior 
High School, a regular teacher was engaged. Miss Mildred 
Whipple, who was elected to the position was, early in the 
year, forced to resign on account of ill health. Pending the 
election of her successor, a substitute teacher, Miss Edna Me- 
nut, carried on the work. Mr. Alton Johngren of Brockton, 
Mass., Tufts College School of Engineering, 1930, was finally 
appointed for the position. 

Miss Amalie W. Smith, Supervisor of Musie during 1930- 
1931, is succeeded by Miss Alice Currier of Alstead. Miss Cur- 
rier graduated from the Boston University School of Musie in 
1931. 
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I believe that we have a very efficient teaching force. The 
teachers are enthusiastic and loyal. Headmasters Dalzell and 
Russell are most successful in organizing their schools into 
efficient teaching units. The three one room schools are making 
commendable progress. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 
New shades, similar to those at North Walpole and Num- 
ber 14 schools, were installed in all the school buildings at Wal- 
pole Village, and at the Drewsville school. This type of shade 
is extremely durable and most satisfactory for school use. 


Urinals were installed at North Walpole and Walpole 
Village. 

The primary room at Wapole was altered and rearranged 
in the same way as the third-fourth grade room during the pre- 
vious year. The windows on one side were blocked, and several 
new windows cut in the other sides, with the result that light 
is now admitted from only two sides of the room, from the 
rear and the pupil’s left, thus eliminating cross lights and the 
resulting eye strain. 

Necessary repairs were made to the roof around the bell 
tower of the large building at North Walpole. Steel ceilings 
were installed in two rooms of this school. 


TEXT BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


The system of adoptions of text books, mentioned in my 
report of last year, is being continued the present year, with 
the result that now nearly half the text books in use in the 
elementary grades are in accordance with this system. These 
books have been supphed to replace those naturally worn out 
in service, and necessitate no additional expenditure. Such 
adoptions have been made in the following subjects: Basal 
readers, spelling, geography, history, language, and arithmetic. 

The teachers have cooperated well in the economical dis- 
tribution and use of supplies. 
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I wish to express my sincere appreciation of the coopera- 
tion I have received from the citizens, members of the School 
Board and teachers.

ATTENDANCE 


_ Averages for attendance in all the grades are high. There 
are a few cases where we feel the parents overstep and are 
unfair in keeping their children out of school frequently. 

- Our tardiness is very high. We must get cooperation from 
the parents to improve this feature. This assistance at home, 
together with our efforts at school, ought to correct a growing 
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weakness. With two warning bells at twenty and five minute 
intervals before the final bell, we ought to have a much lower 
tardiness record. 

DISCIPLINE 


In general, the order of the school is good, Proper be- 
havior and respect for the teachers’ authority are naturally 
expected from every pupil. These essentials are not only abso- 
lutely necessary for the proper conduct of a school, but are 
really the two first social lessons a pupil should learn and carry 
away from school. 

Occasionally these requirements are forgotten. Applica- 
tion of suitable measures restores the desired results. Happily, 
these lapses are few. One of the best aids to teachers in matters 
of discipline is the opportunity to turn to the parent for assist- 
ance in straightening out a continuous misbehavior case. We 
ean state from experience that in practically all cases where 
we have called the parents in on a school conduct situation, we 
have received their ready assistance. The natural result was a 
quick clearing up of the condition concerned and better be- 
havior on the part of the pupil. 

When the pupil realizes that the parent and teacher are 
working together on school conduct questions, the task of the 
teacher is made easier because the behavior of the disturbing 
pupil generally improves. 


TEACHERS 


Miss Claire Moynihan of North Walpole, a graduate of 
the University of New Hampshire, succeeded Miss Florence 
McKenna as teacher of English and History in Grades 9 and 10. 
Miss Alice Currier of Alstead succeeded Miss Smith of Keene 
as Musie Supervisor. Supervision of Drawing was omitted. 

In regard to the work of the teachers, I feel that their» 
efforts and the results accomplished compare favorably with 
those of other school systems. The success of the pupils in 
their assigned work is the teachers’ goal. They strive to have 
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their classes do well, which means they try to have their pupils 
get the most benefit out of their work. With this incentive, the 
results ought to be satisfactory. 


SCHOLARSHIP 


No changes have been made in our course of study. Some 
difficulty has been met in forming a Latin 8 Optional Class. 
At present we have three pupils. It is apparent that language 
courses have little appeal for our pupils. 

While our schools are conducted to meet the needs of the 
pupils and thereby should furnish useful and practical courses, 
still it is regrettable that purely cultural subjects do not meet 
with more favor from our pupils. 

In our teaching, we have set as an aim thoroughness and 
efficiency. Whatever may be the call for expansion of our edu- 
eational offerings to pupils, we cannot forget that the child 
mind needs drill and repetition in fundamentals in order to 
insure solid groundwork in reading, writing, arithmetic, his- 
tory and English. 

Home study is absolutely necessary for successful classwork 
in the upper grades particularly. Some preparation for the 
next day’s work can be done during the study periods at 
school but this is not sufficient. Often we find pupils gauging 
the preparation of a lesson by the length of time in a study 
period. Frequently this results in poor work. 

The distractions of a study period, generally passed in a 
room where recitations are being conducted, certainly do not 
work for thoroughness in the preparation of assigned lessons. 
Therefore, this school study should be supplemented by some 
home work. A checkup on this work can be kept by a watchful 
parent. 


ATHLETICS 


Russell Hall is used by our pupils three times a week for 
basketball. Teachers supervise the practice. Last winter, we 
had a successful season for the boys. The girls’ team composed 
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of new material did not fare so well. Our boys’ baseball team 
also had a successful season last spring. The girls’ and boys’ 
basketball teams are composed of nearly all new material this 
year. 

While it is customary to report on the athletic teams of a 
school when telling of this feature of school life, it seems that 
the advantages of indoor gymnasium sports and exercise ought 
to be available to more than a small group of athletic team can- 
didates. We are trying to keep this idea in mind in offering the 
hall to otir pupils for exercise. Mr. Dube has given a great deal 
of time to training his boys’ teams and deserves commendation 
for his successful efforts. 

Miss McKenna gave extra time to the supervision of the 
girls’ basketball team last year. Miss Marion Doucette and 
Miss Claire Moynihan are alternating in the supervision of the 
girls’ teams this year. 


’ HEALTH INSPECTION 


The health inspection of the pupils has been completed. 
Miss Edgett’s report will show the results learned. A dental 
elinie will be held as usual later in the year. Visits are made 
regularly to the school by the nurse. Consultations are held 
with her on matters pertaining to the physical welfare of the 
children. 

In addition to inspecting the physical condition of the 
children, Miss Edgett has been a very helpful agent this winter 
in other matters that resulted in better care of some of our 
children.

WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL

of Walpole High School.

I am pleased to report that the school was again placed 
on the honor roll of the State Department of Education because 
of the excellent record of attendance maintained during the 
past year. The school was, for the fifth consecutive year, on 
the state honor roll for maintaining a low percentage of tardi- 
ness. This record is evidence of excellent cooperation from pu- 
pils and parents. 
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SCHOLARSHIP 

Comparative statistics for 1930-1931 indicate that the per- 
centage of pupils failing two or more subjects was less than 
the average for the state. The percentage of pupils failing one 
subject only, exceeded the state average. Improvement in this 
respect is apparent for the present year. Standard intelligence 
and achievement tests have been given in general throughout 
the school. In accordance with our guidance program, the 
scores on these tests have been tabulated and the summary 
used as a basis for directing individual instruction. 

In my first report, for the year 1926-1927, a detailed ac- 
count was given of the reorganization of the courses of study 
which was affected in that year. The purpose of this change 
was to provide better preparation for post secondary institu- 
tions by strengthening the courses in mathematics, science, and 
foreign language. Five full years have elapsed and five classes 
have graduated since the change was made. It is expedient that 
we should now review the situation and judge the results. A 
tabular summary of the ability of New Hampshire high schools 
in preparing pupils for college was included in the statistical 
report of the State Department of Education for 1931. Place- 
ment of schools was based upon reports of the quality of the 
work done by pupils during the first year at post secondary 
schools. In comparison with twenty-five schools with enroll- 
ment from sixty-one to one hundred, Walpole High School 
placed as follows: 


1926-1927 13th place 
1927-1928 8th place 
1928-1929 6th place 
1929-1930 2d place 
19380-1931 6th place 


During the same five year period sixty-two pupils have 
been graduated. Of this number forty-one have entered some 
institution of a post secondary nature,—an average of 66%. 
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The average for the state for 1931 was 52.4%. According to a 
report of the Office of Education for 1927 the average for 
the United States was 42.8%. It is interesting to note the types 
of schools to which we have sent these graduates: 


15 attended college, 11 attended normal schools, 7 attend- 
ed business colleges, 7 attended hospital training schools, and 
one attended a trade school. In all but one instance the grad- 
uates were admitted on certification of a satisfactory high 
school record. The single exception, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, requires all candidates for admission to pass en- 
trance examinations. 


The school was again represented by two teams in the 
annual Scholarship Day contests. These contests are of a state- 
wide nature and are sponsored by the State Department of 
Education. One hundred and fifty-nine teams participated— 
representing eighty-three schools. Twenty-four teams were en- 
tered in the spelling contest— Walpole was tied for third. place; 
twenty-four schools were entered in the algebra contest—Wal- 
pole placed seventh (with a score only eight points below first 
place). 

The Gilbert Character Cup was awarded last year to Har- 
riet Whitton. 


I wish to make grateful acknowledgement of the follow- 
ing gifts: A set of twelve volumes of the Century Dictionary 
and Cyclopedia from Miss Sue Tufts; two large specimens of 
art, in frames, from Miss Frances Howland. Professor Cope- 
land’s interest in the growth of the high school library has 
continued. His frequent contributions have been very helpful. 


ORGANIZATION 


The ‘‘Warbler’’ is being issued in the usual winter and 
spring numbers. The winter copy is entirely the work of the 
pupils; all material is written, typewritten, mimeographed and 
bound by them. The spring number furnishes an opportunity 
for the staff to learn how a printed magazine is constructed. 
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It is expected that the pupils will make their own dummy copy 
this year. | 

A dramatie club has been organized under the supervision 
of the English department. The aim of the club is to study and 
produce plays, placing emphasis on the one-act play. The 
members will have charge of the entire production with the 
exception of the direction. Try-outs will determine the selec- 
tion of casts for the plays. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the Women’s 
division of the National Amateur Federation of America, the 
intra-mural system of basketball for girls has been substituted 
for the interscholastic contests of former years. Since the intra- 
mural system has been in effect this year, the number of girls 
playing basketball has more than doubled with no noticeable 
decrease in the interest or benefits derived. 

The school is represented in inter-school athletics by teams 
in baseball and basketball. Much work of value has been done 
this year with the athletic training of the boys in the Junior 
_ high school. 

School socials at the Hooper building have been planned 
by the Blue and White Club and supervised by the members 
of the teaching staff. 

The school orchestra, quartette, and girls’ glee club have 
held rehearsals regulary. 

Edueational motion pictures have been shown each week 
and constitute a part of our program of instruction. 

Assembly programs have been helpful in correlating the 
work of the several departments of the school. 

Faithful and untiring service has been rendered by the 
members of the teaching staff in the guidance and directing 
of all school activities. They have, without exception, accepted 
this extra responsibility with enthusiasm. 


AGRICULTURE 


There are twenty-one boys enrolled in the courses in agri- 
culture; 6 freshmen, 6 sophomores, 5 juniors, and 4 seniors. 
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Class and shop work has proceeded in accordance with 
our four year plan of work. An agricultural survey of Wal- 
pole has indicated that the chief farming enterprises are poul- 
try, dairying, and fruit culture. Interest in project work seems, 
in general, to follow this trend. Project plans and estimates 
now in progress indicate a very encouraging outlook for our 
home project situation. During the winter months much of the 
class time has been spent in shop work. Some of the projects 
completed by the classes are: a stitching horse, a farm anvil, a 
filing cabinet, a saw horse, 4 step ladders, 3 feed hoppers, 2 saw 
filing clamps, 3 sleds, 6 tool chests, 5 galvanized iron feed hop- 
pers, 5 galvanized iron egg candlers, a fifteen-foot standing 
ladder, and a stationary frame on which the power grinder has 
been mounted. Each boy has made a rope halter, a long splice, 
a short splice, and has become reasonably efficient in tieing a 
number of useful knots. Each junior and senior boy in shop 
work has made ecold chisels, punches, and a barn hook and 
staple. 

Last spring a number of the boys of the agricultural class- 
es made a marketing tour to Boston. The tour was conducted 
by the State Department of Education in cooperation with the 
Boston and Maine railroad. 


The reforestation project which was started in 1928 was 
continued by setting 5,000 four-year-old white pine trans- 
plants. It is expected that more trees will be set this year. 


Our local fair was held on October 8. During the after- 
noon and early evening the townspeople were given an op- 
portunity to examine the work of the various classes. A pro- 
eram of educational motion pictures was arranged for the even- 
ing entertainment. A special reel featuring the work of the 
agricultural classes and the general activities of the school 
was appreciated. Exhibits were in accordance with the specifi- 
cations of the premium list. Participation was encouraged by 
awards of ribbons and a trophy cup was given by the fair as- 
sociation to the boy and the girl scoring the most points in 
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the exhibits of the agricultural and home economies depart- 
ments. 

This year the boys took part in the judging contests at 
_ Hopkinton Fair. In these events the judging teams were award- 
ed cups for placing second in each of the contests. At the inter- 
scholastic judging contests, held at Durham, teams represent- 
ing Walpole High School were entered in each of the judging. 
events. Although no trophy cups were received, the general 
placement of Walpole as fourth among the schools entered, 
was evidence of consistency in general judging ability. 

I wish to express appreciation to the farmers of the town 
who have aided our work materially by cooperating in the 
planning of instructional trips. 


HOME ECONOMICS 

This year the junior and senior classes are studying ‘‘The 
Home—lIts care and Management.’’ The course is taught ac- 
cording to the following units: 

1. Constructing the house—ineludes a study of the build- 
ing plans and the installation of heating, hghting, and plumb- 
ing systems. 

2. Furnishing the house—factors to be considered in se- 
lecting finishes for woodwork, floors, walls, and ceilings. 

3d. Managing the house—a study of all factors relating 
to the responsibilities of a good housekeeper. 

The freshman and sophomore classes are studying ‘‘Cloth- 
ing and Textiles.’’ In this course they learn to make and care 
for their clothes. A study is made of the processes involved in 
textile manufacture. The girls learn to identify weaves, and 
to detect adulterations by applied tests. A specimen collection 
of cotton, linen, wool, and silk material is made. The course 
aims to teach the pupils how to make an economical selection 
of materials for their clothing. The proper care, repair, and 
laundering of clothing is also taught. 
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The girls of the Junior High school study cooking and 
sewing. In the cooking class they learn to make and serve 
simple, wholesome dishes. From their work in the sewing class 
they learn to make simple garments and household articles. 

Home projects are required as a part of the work in 
the high school classes. 

In closing I wish to express appreciation for the helpful 
suggestions of the superintendent and for the wholehearted 
cooperation of teachers, pupils, and parents.
